| In this issue of the Threshers Chaff 
we are featuring a real treasure from the 
‘Wilma and Don Bussey doll collection. 
| There was one doll we collectors had 
expected (and hoped) to find..As 4a 
‘matter of fact, its absence’ had been . 
conspicuous in a collection such as this. 
|. Our hopes were realized, as the 17- 
inch Bebé Jumeau was unpacked. She - 
hhas the sweet faced, little girl look, with 
‘her enormous. blue paperweight eyes, 
ithin, turned up nose and full pouty lips. 
‘She has that distinctive look that makes 
her standiout in a group of other antique 
dolls from the same era.-Her markings 
are Deposé Tété Jumeau SDGD, VV, V, 
on the back of her head and the Bebé 
Jumeau Depose on the trunk back. 
Pierre: Jumeau was a renowned doll 
‘maker beginning in the 1840s with 
papier-maché ‘and wax head dolls. His 
son, Emile, understood the power of 
advertising and possessed a good 
business ‘head. In the 1870s he intro- 
duced dolls like no other before. They 
‘were Bebé Jumeau, with beautiful 
bisque heads, little. girl bodies, and ball 
jjointed limbs strung together with.

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Clipping Coupons for Soldiers

Kay MacVey, 83, sits down at her kitchen table in Ames, Iowa, scissors in hand 
and a waste basket at her knee. With a stack of coupon inserts from newpapers 
weekend editions, she starts clipping. 

"I'm happy," she says, "and my clippers will be too." 

Since 2006, MacVey and her devoted group of 30 volunteer "clippers" have 
participated in Coupons for the Military, an American Legion Auxiliary service 
project. To date, MacVey, the project's coupon chairman, has mailed more than 
$1 million worth of coupons to commissaries in Germany, Japan, Italy, Turkey, 
the Netherlands and South Korea, where U.S. military families are able to redeem 


~ them to save money on groceries. 


MacVey s interest began in 2006 after her daughter. Sandy Deacon, found the 


~ program among other auxiliary service projects and brought it up at an auxiliary 


meeting. "I thought, 'l don't know what the rest of the world is doing, but I can do 


that.” 
She started by collecting and clipping, sending shoe boxes full of coupons to 12 


commissaries abroad. Her daughter soon joined her mother’s efforts. Today, 
auxiliary members and friends participate by clipping coupons or collecting them. 
Others distribute coupons to nursing home residents or school group so they can 
clip. 
Deacon says, "People want to do something for the troops but don't know what 
individually they can do. When they cut coupons, they feel like they're doing 
something.” Doug MacCrea, 54, who retired from the Navy in 2007 also says, 
“Military families only get the Stars and Stripes or American printings of 
international newspapers. Coupon availability is virtually nonexistent on the 
bases. . It takes a special kind of person to dedicate themselves to serving 
military families they don't know." 


After an AARP magazine article featured her efforts, 144 people from 38 states 
also began sending tier coupons. She now receives up to eight packages in the 
‘mail each day. Her goal "At first 1 thought about $750,000 in one year," 
MacVey says. "But then I thought, 'No, let's go for a million.”

Questers set to honor J ohn Brown

Questers #1229 are planning to dedicate a 
historic marker to. commemorate a man who 
took 12 fugitive slaves across Iowa in the late 
1850s. | 

_ The marker, honoring John Brown, will 
be dedicated during a ceremony at 9:30 
a.m. Sunday at the Long Grove Community 
‘Center, during the town’s annual Strawberry 
Festival. 

Brown and the slaves passed through Scott 
County on their way to Davenport. The slaves 
had escaped from Missouri and were heading 
to Canada on aroute that also included Kansas, 
Nebraska and Illinois. 

A newspaper article in the Dec. 10, 1859, 
Davenport Daily Democrat covered an anti- 
slavery meeting at the.Long Grove School, 
-the building that later became part of the 


Community Center. James Brownlie led the 


meeting, which took place. eight days .after 
Brown, an abolitionist, was hanged after a 
failed raid at Harpers Ferry, Va. - 

Deloris Blake, a member of the Questers, 
said that Brown was “very much against slav- 
ery.” Nine months before his death,.Brown 
escorted “12 enslaved persons escaping from 
Missouri to Canada. (He) later took matters 
in his Own hands by trying to get ammunition 
from Harpers Ferry for the slaves, and was 
later hanged for it.” | . 

At the meeting, Brownlie offered a resolu- 
tion as follows: “Resolved, that this meeting 
show their sympathy for John Brown and the 
cause of liberty and humanity, in which he 
suffered, by wearing crape on their hats for 
three months.” (A crape is a black band worn 
on the hat or sleeve as a sign of mourning.) 

Aftera discussion anda failed initial attempt 
to amend the resolution, a Mr. Hardie offered 
the following resolution: “Resolved, that as 

Slavery is contrary to the laws of God and the

rights of man, and ought to be immediately 
abolished; therefore, we express our strong 


and irrepressible hatred of the barbarianism. 


which makes traitors and criminals of men 
who are willing to risk their lives in behalf 
of the weak, the suffering, the down-trodden 
and the oppressed.” 

Two other resolutions, one stating that 
“liberty ought to be divorced from slavery,” 
and the other calling for their publication in 
Davenport newspapers, were also passed.

In the autumn of 1833 Iowa was part of the Black 
Hawk Territory and Dubuque was little more than a min- 
er’s camp and trading post. The village consisted of log 
cabins, a few mud streets and not a single school or 
house of worship. The first mention of a church is in the 
minutes of the Illinois Conference on September 25, 
1833 in Union Grove: “DuBuke Mission—Barton Ran- 
dle.” On November 6, 1833 Randle crossed the Missis- 
sippi and preached in the Bell Tavern where the Julien 
Hotel now stands. This was the first sermon preached 
on Iowa soil. 


The first church building, dedicated August 23, 1834, 
was a log meeting house on the southeast corner of what 
is now Washington Park. Seventy subscribers of both 
members and “friendly sinners” raised the necessary 
$225 for its cost. This small cabin was used by other de- 
nominations and also served as a public school building 
and the first courthouse in Iowa. It was here that the in- 
corporation papers for the City of Dubuque were pre- 
pared and signed. 


In 1839 a more fitting church was built on the north- 
west corner of 7th and Locust streets. It was called Cen- 
tenary Church because the year was the 100th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Methodist Church in 
England. The building was two stories high and outside 
steps led to a meeting hall on the second floor. The first 
church bell brought into Iowa rang from its belfry. The 
marriage of John T. Hancock and Bertha Enz on Febru- 
ary 22, 1849 in Centenary Church was the first Protes- 
tant church wedding in Dubuque. 


Within ten years a still larger church was needed anda 
lot was selected on Main Street between 11th and 12th. 
The new Main Street Church was built of brick, 50 by 80 
feet, and when it was dedicated on April 4, 1853 was 
called the finest church in Iowa. In 1868 the church was 
rebuilt and enlarged. A splendid organ 17 by 24 feet high 
and encased in black walnut was installed. 


Main Street Church was used for 42 years until the 
growing congregation needed larger facilities. In 1895 
work began on a magnificent new building. Dr. George M. 
Staples, a prominent physician and chairman of the 
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pushing the new enterprise. Before the building was be- 
gun Dr. Staples died and the church was named St. 
Luke’s as a tribute to “The Beloved Physician.” The 
building, including the memorial Tiffany windows, altar 
furniture, and individual gifts, cost more than 
$100,000.00. It was free of debt on the day of dedication, 
May 16, 1897. 


Since 1833 St. Luke’s has served Christ and His Church 
and has been a vital part of the community. Many visi- 
tors come each year to worship, to learn more of the his- 
tory of the “Cradle of Iowa Methodism” and to be 
inspired by the treasures of St. Luke’s, but the people 
who worship in this church are our greatest treasures. 
May the Lord continue to bless and strengthen our 
minds and hearts that we may serve Him. 


THE EXTERIOR 


At the Feast of Dedication Service on May 16, 1897 Dr. 
W. A. Shanklin, the pastor, said, “It was not a matter of 
pride, but of principle, that a place of worship ought to 
be not only substantial, but as attractive and beautiful as 
the builders could make it.” The church’s committee of 
able businessmen supervised each part of construction 
with the closest scrutiny. Only the best, most durable ma- 
terial was used. George W. Kramer, a nationally ac- 
claimed architect from New York, was named the de- 
signer and Guilbert and Littlefield, well known local 
architects, carried out the project. 


The Romanesque style of architecture—with origins 
in the Middle Ages— is characterized by thick walls, 
heavy columns and round arches for windows and 
doors. On foundations 32 inches thick, the walls are 
built of enduring Bedford limestone from Indiana. Each 
stone was cut by hand and if one looks carefully, imbed- 
ded fossils may be seen. The frontage of the building on 
Main St. is 115 feet wide and it extends back 106 feet. 
The church rises 86 feet above the street and is crowned 
with a bell tower, 17 by 17 feet. The large portico extend- 
ing 47 feet across the front is supported by six delicately 
sculptured but massive columns. Double doors at either 
end of the portico provide the two main entrances to the 
church. 


The original sketch for the ten-room adjoining parson- 
age was made by Dr. Hugh D. Atchison, the minister 
from 1900 to 1938. Its cornerstone, laid on August 4, 
1905, was the threshold of the old parsonage. The archi- 
tecture of the parsonage echoes the church, repeating 
the pillars, arches and tower in a modified but elegant 
stvile.
